TO PROPER DISTRICTS 


313 Freviously Consoli- 
dated and Certified to Be 
in Areas With Low Av- 


erage Tax Rates.

CHICAGO, Nov. 15.—The Ter- 
minal Railroad, at request of the 


Illinois Tax Commission, has filed 
a revised 1935 property schedule of 
$13 track-side buildings, originally 
consolidated and certified to be in 
Madison and St. Clair County tax 
districts having a lower average 
tax rate than in districts where the 
buildings stand. 

In filing its revised schedule 
however, the Terminal cut its total 
cash valuation of the buildings 
from $709,880 given in the first 
schedule, to $504,927 in the second 
schedule. The second schedule alsc 
listed the buildings in the tax dis- 
tricts where they belong by actual 
location. 

Tax rates in St. Clair and Mad- 
ison counties vary according to dis- 
tricts, because of differences in 
school taxes, Park Board, Levee 
Board and city or township taxes. 

Holdings Consolidated. 

In the first schedule filed, the 
Terminal consolidated nearly all the 
buildings under one entry and lo- 
cated them in the Brooklyn district, 
where the aggregate tax rate was 
$3.67 for $100 valuation, based on 
1934 figures. The 1935 rate has not 
been set. 


In the second schedule, filed by 
the Terminal, the 313 buildings were 
properly distributed throughout the 
various tax districts, where the rate 
runs as high as $5.54. This was 
what the Tax Commission contend- 
ed the Terminal should have done 
in its first schedule, prompting the 
commission to ask for a revised list- 
ing. 

_ Eugene Hayes, member of the St. 
Clair County Board of Review, who 
introduced the factor of the 311 
buildings at a recent valuation hear- 
ing before the commission, said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that in-

HABEAS CORPUS WRIT DENIED 


Humbert Costello, Paroled Convict, 

Turned Over to Federal Au- 

thorities for Deportation Action. 

A habeas corpus suit to release 
Humbert Costello, former member 
of the old Hogan gang, from the 
St. Clair County Jail was dismissed 
today by Circuit Judge M. V. Joyce 
at Belleville for want of jurisdic- 
tion. Costello was remanded to the 
custody of Federal authorities for 
deportation action. 

Costello was paroled from. the 
Missouri Penitentiary last Nov. 5, 
after serving half ofa 25-year sen- 
tence for the holdup of a St. Louis 
jewelry store. Federal immigration 
officers arrested him for deporta- 
tion to Italy, and placed him in jail. 

The habeas corpus action was 
based on the assertion that there 
was no warrant on which to hold 
Costello, but Federal authorities to- 
day presented a deportation war- 
rant issued at Washington, Feb. 14, 
1931. Judge Joyce also ruled that 
the.

“I have long felt,” he wrote, “that 


this denominational emphasis is a 
divisive force in the progress of or- 
ganized Christian work and an ob- 
stacie to the development 


of the 


spirit and life of Christ among 


men.” 


Rockefeller, the largest individ- 


ual donor to the church, has in the 


past made annual donations of 


$250,000 to $1,000,000 to the general | 
budget of the Northern Baptist con- 
vention. 


His highest single gift in the past 
to an agency of the church was 
about $500,000. 

Text of Letter. 

The text of his letter, dated March | 
7, 1935, and addressed to the North- 
ern Baptist convention, states: 

“Gentlemen: Some months ago I 
sent you my contribution for the 
current fiscal year, and in so doing 
stated that it would be my final 
annual gift to the unified budget 
of the Northern Baptist convention. 
Hereafter, such sums as I may do- 
nate to general religious work, it is 
my present thought to contribute to 
specific projects, chiefly inter- 
denominational or non-denomina- 
tional in character, which interpret 
the Christian task in the light of 
present day needs and which are 
based not so much on denomina- 
tional affiliation as on broad, for- 
ward-looking principles of co-opera- 
tion. 

“Any of your specific undertak- 
ings, either in. the home or for- 
eign field, that fall within this cate- 
gory I shall be glad to have pre- 


sented for consideration along with | 


other enterprises. 

“After so many years of co-opera- 
tion with your orgarization I nat- 
urally regret taking this action, the 
more so because, following the foot- 
steps of my father, I always have 
been identified with the Baptist 
denomination, working with and 
supporting its various organiza- 
tions. 

“Form Instead of Substance.” 

“I believe in denominations—in- 
sofar as they make necessary pro- 
vision for individual variation in 
religious experience. I recognize 
the significance, the veauty and the 


helpfulness of ritual and creed as | 


developed by different denomina- 
tional groups. What gives ftme 
pause is the tendency inherent in 
denominations to emphasize the 
form instead of the substance, th» 
denominational peculiarity instead 
of the oneness of Christian purpose. 
I long have felt that this denom- 
inational emphasis is a divisive 
force in the progress of organized 
Christian work and an obstacle 
to the development of the spirit 
and life of Christ among men. 

“My faith is increasingly centered 
on the few fundamental principles 
of Christ’s life and teaching as set 
forth in the four gospels. I believe 
those principles can be applied with 
practical vision and spiritual power. 

“If the church is to go forward, 
if it is to hold the young people 
of toda:’ who, generally speaking, 
are not greatly concerned about de- 
nominational distinctions and have 
a decreasing interest in sectarian 
missions, and if their support of its 
activities is to replace that of older 
givers who pass on, these denom- 
inational distinctions are bound to 
fade in the forward movement of a 
great united church open to all who 
seek to follow Christ and to find in 
Him the abundant life. 

“Such a church will, I believe, 
meet the needs of young people and 
enlist their support of its missions 
at home and abroad. 

Fundamentals of Unity. 

“We of the older’ generation 
should not discourage them or be 
instrumental in lessening their in- 
terest by passing on the divisive 
elements of our present day _re- 
ligion{ Rather should we work with 
them in relegating the non-essen- 
tials to a place of secondary im- 
portance and stand with them for 
the fundamentals of Christian uni- 
ty, feeling confident that on such 


a foundation they will rear a church 


far better adapted to the require- 
ments of their day and generation 
than any we could build for them.

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RACHMANINOFF GIVES 
ADVICE 10 BEGINNERS 


First Learn if You Have Talent 
—Still Skeptical About 
the Radio. 


Sergei Rachmaninoff, celebrated 
Russian pianist and composer, 
looked back over nearly half a 
century today and told a Post-Dis- 


pateh reporter what he would do if 
he were a youth on the eve of a 
musical career. 

The pianist, solist this. afternoon 
and tomorrow night with the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra, said 
that his method of developing his 
talents would not change—that the 
course of true musicianship must 
forever remain the same. 

“Let the young man who displays 
aptitude first learn if he has talent,” 
he advised, leaning forward earnest- 
ly in his suite at Hotel Statler. “Let 
him go to a recognized expert and 

> listen to him rather than the voices 
of his friends and admirers. 

“Then if he has talent—ah, let 
nothing stop him. But it cannot be 
done all at once. There is no short 
cut. To be true to a talent means 
to work like a dog for years and 
years. But it is worth it. You 
know, a talent, any talent, carries 
with it an obligation.” 

The Russian, his somber face re- 
laxed in a rare retrospective smile, 
drew reflectively on a long cigar- 
ette. 

Nine Years of Practice. 

Then, after a scornful “poof” for 
“six weeks courses,” he _ recalled 
that after nine years of constant 
practice he was adjudged ready to 
begin a course with a famous pro- 
fessor. He remarked that today, 
after more than 40 years as a rec- 
ognized concert artist, he still prac- 
ticed daily. ; 

“How can it be otherwise?” the 
pianist exclaimed, flexing powerful, 
sensitive fingers, “it is necessary.” 

“Ah, but I would know it,” ob- 
served Rachmaninoff, when asked 
how an occasional skipped practice 
session would affect his playing, 
“and soon my audiences would 
know it.” 

Years of concerts, he said, had 
failed to make him blase toward his 
auditors. Always, when he steps 
upon the stage, he said, “I have a 
connection with the audience.” 
After the first few notes, he added, 
he “feels his audience.” 

“I am lucky,” he oobserved, “in 
having very nice audiences, nice in 
every way.” 

Rachmaninoff conceded, however, 
that he preferred to play in cities 
which maintain symphony orches- 
tras. Such communities, he ob- 
served, have created distinct musi- 
cal backgrounds. 

About Radio. 

Rachmaninoff, like Kreisler, re- 
mains skeptical about the radio. He 
asserted today that no attempt was 
made to improve it mechanically 
“now that business is good,” and 
said that it should be so improved 
that reception would not be _ af-

Union Gives Figures to Show 
Living Expenses Have 
Gone Up. 


. Figures showing the retail cost of | 


food in St. Louis rose 22.2 per cent 
between October, 1933, and June of 
this year were among the exhibits 


introduced by lawyers for the Gas, 
House Workers’ Union and the La- 


clede Gas Light Co. at the hearing 
before an arbitration committee on 
the wage dispute between the union 


and the company yesterday at the | 


Mayfair Hotel. 
After the union had presented 12 
exhibits to bear out its contention 


that higher wages should be paid, 
Martin Wagner, president of the 
union, was recalled for further 
cross-examination by William 
Woodward, attorney for the gas 
company. 

-Woodward read a list of employes 
and asked Wagner whether they 
were members of the union at the 
present time. Wagner replied that 
most of them were members. Wood- 
waid then pointed out that all of 
the men received $50 bonuses for 
remaining at work during’ the 
strike last spring and consequently 
the company could not be accused 
of discriminating against members 
of the union. 

Says Two Were Fired. 

--Asked whether he knew of a sin- 
:gle member of the union who had 
been demoted because of his affilia- 
tion, Wagner said that he could not 
recall any. But, he added, Joe Da- 
vis and another union member were 
discharged because of their mem- 
bership in the union. 

Asked whether an employe could 
be coerced into joining the union, 
Wagner replied in the negative. 
Following Wagner's testimony, 
Woodward introduced seven exhib- 
its for the gas company, among 
them one showing the net income 
of the company since 1925 dropped 
while the operating expense re- 
mained on a level] during the same 
period. is 

Munro Roberts, attorney for the 
union, opened the hearing by intro- 
ducing the original proposal of the 
union Nov. 5, 1934, asking for a 

closed shop. This was modified by 
a second proposal, also introduced 
in the evidence, in which the union 
no longer asked for a elosed shop, 
But recommended that employes be 
allowed to join the union if they 
saw fit. A third proposal by the 
union sought to have the company 
recognize it as the exclusive bar- 
gaining agency of the workers. Rob- 
erts then introduced a copy of a 
contract between the People’s Gas 
& Coke Co. of Chicago and the gas 
house workers’ union there as a 
guide in determining fair wages for 
employes of the Laclede Gas Light 
Co. 


Committee Head’s Recommendation 
Former Gov. Elliott W. Major, 
head of the arbitration committee, 
recommended that Roberts bring 
the business agent of the Chicago 
wnion here to testify.on conditions 
there, particularly with regard to 
seniority. 
* Besides former Gov. Major, other 
members of the arbitration commit- 
tee are A. E. Wyatt, personnel di- 
rector for the company, and Prof. 
Joseph M. Kiamon of Washington 
University, who represents the un- 
ion. Members of the union are seek- 
ing salary increases ranging from 
5 to 30 per cent, retroactive to July 
27, when the strike was settled, and 
reintroduction of a seniority sys- 
tem.

Michigan Ferry Deckhand 
Tells Court He Shot For- 
mer, Sweetheart Because 
He Was Jealous.

MURDER COMMITTED 
IN HOSPITAL 


Grapples With Him} 
but Is Unable to Seize 
Shotgun—Uncle of Vic- 
tim Leads Posse. 


By tne Associated Press, 
LUDINGTON, Mich., Nov. 15.— 


William Hanson, 31-year-old car 
ferry deckhand, pleaded guilty last 
night and was sentenced to life 3 
imprisonment for killing his former 

sweetheart, Miss Marguerite Kraft, 
28, in the hospital here where she} 


| was a bookkeeper. 

Hanson, taken to jail for safe 
keeping immediately after he was-. 
captured by a posse, was returned 
here by Sheriff George Colyer, 
uncle of the murdered woman, at 
10 p. m. Circuit Judge Hal L. Cut-/ 
ler convened a special court session, 
where Hanson pleaded guilty. The 
sentence came 11 hours after the 
shooting of Miss Kraft. 

Hanson, in a statement to the 
court, attributed his action to jeal- 
ousy, and the knowledge that Miss 
Kraft had decided to end their as- 
sociation. | 

He said he hid a shotgun under 
his coat and went to the hospital 
where he found Miss Kraft in the 
X-ray room. 

Miss Irene Rounding; a nurse 
who was working in the room, told 
officers she grappled with Hanson 
in an effort to take the shotgun 
from him. The first shot shattered 
the X-ray apparatus, she said and 
Miss Kraft fled toward a door 
Hanson tore himself free and fired 
again, killing her.

| The Grand Duchess, once a fa- 
mous figure in the Court of St. 
Petersburg, was a daughter of Nico- 
las I, King of Montenegro, and was 
first married to Prince George Ro- 
manovsky, Duke of Leuchtenberg. 
| That marriage ended by decree in 
| 1906. 

A year later she became the wife 

of Grand Duke Nicholas of Rus- 
| sia, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Russian Army during the World 
|War. After the Russian Revolu- 
tion, the Grand Duke and Duchess 
' spent most of their time at Cap 
D’Antibes. He died in 1929. 
. Princess Elena was the Duchess’ 
'sister who married King Victor Em- 
manuel of Italy. Another, Princess 
Zorka, was wife of the Prince who 
later became King Peter I of Ser- 
bia and whose son, King Alexand- 
er of Yugoslavia, was assassinated 
at Marseilles in 1934. A third mar- 
ried a brother of Anastasie’s hus- 
band, the Grand Duke Peter of 
Russia. 

The career of the Duchess’ father 
came to an end Nov. 29, 1918, when 
the National Parliament of Monte- 
negro deposed him and voted _ to 
unite with the newly created king- 
dom of Yugoslavia. The old King 
died an exile in Paris in 1921.

Brussels Sprouts and Cabbage

Brussels sprouts and cabbage are 
good in this week’s market with 
root vegetables steady and those 
beautiful “delicious” apples begin- 
ning to put in appearance from the 
West. 

Thanksgiving is two weeks off 
and all dealers are sitting tight 
about prices. There is some talk 
of scarcity of turkeys. This can 
hardly be true of the home-grown 
birds because we saw a flock of 
beautiful bronze and  red-wattied 
animals striding majestically about 
in a field in the country only last 
Sunday. And they seemed just the 
right size for Thanksgiving to us. 

Persimmons Are Ripe. 

Speaking of the country, per- 

simmons are ripe now and those

to eat and we found ourselves wish- 
ing for enough of them to try, at 
ieast, a batch of persimmon beer 
for which the old mammys of the 
South were so famous. 

Breakfasts are growing heartier 
with the cooler weather.

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Syrups Have Special 3 
Place in Cooking 


Cane, Sorgo and Maple Syrups Are All High 
In Food Value and Find Use in 


Special 


Dishes. 


Syrup of some kind, as well as 
sugar, is usually an item in the well- 
stocked pantry. Some of the syrups 
have a special place in cookery, and 
all of them are useful on the table. 
In some parts of the country, syrup 
or molasses appear on the table at 
every meal. That may be too often 
for a well-balanced diet, for sweets 
take vay the appetite and crowd 
out more important foods, such as 
milk and vegetables and fruits, but 
such is the sweet tooth of America. 

Syrups differ in food values as 


well as in flavor and consistency, 


says the Bureau of Home Econom- 
ics of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Considered 
geographically, there are the sugar 
cane products of the “deep South;”’ 
cane syrup, molasses, and refiners’ 
syrup; in the “sorghum belt,” which 
reaches northward from the sugar 
cane belt, sorgo or sorghum syrup; 
in New England and some other 
Northern states, maple syrup. Corn 
syrup comes, of course, from the 
corn belt of the Middle West. Then 
there is plain sugar syrup, made of 
sugar (beet or cane) and water. And 
last, but not least, there is honey, 
produced in nearly all the states, 
the syrup that nature offers ready 
made. 


Much Cane Syrup Used. 

Cane syrup is made, and most of 
it is used, in the states where the 
sugar cane grows. There, they say, 
every household has its cane syrup, 
either made on the home farm or 
bought in a local store. The farm- 
ers raise the sugar cane and make 
the syrup by pressing out the juice 
and boiling it down to syrup thick- 
ness. Thus cane syrup contains all 
the food values of the sugar cane 
juice, most important of which are 
iron and calcium. Government 
regulations require that cane syrup, 
to be so labeled, shall consist of 


evaporated sugar cane juice con- 
taining not more than 30 per cent 
water. 

Molasses and refiners’ syrup are 
by-products of the commercial 
cane sugar manufacturing process. 
They are sold all over the country 
in one form or another. When the 
“raw” sugar is crystallized cat of 
the sugar cane juice, a “mother” 
liquid is left. Concentrated and 
clarified, this is molasses, of which 
there are different grades accord- 
ing to the amount of sugar taken 
out. “Cooking molasses,” therefore, 
as one grade is sometimes called, 
differs from “table molasses” in be- 
ing less sweet. “Blackstrap” is the 
lowest grade, and has very little su- 
gar. Any molasses, however, con- 
tains all the food values of the cane 
juice except that part taken out in 
the raw sugar, and like cane syrup, 
is rich in iron and calcium. To be 
correctly labeled, molasses must not 
contain more than 25 per cent wa- 
ter. 


Molasses Is Flavoring. 


Molasses, as every cook knows, Is 
“the very making” of some kinds 
of cakes, cookies and candies be- 
cause of the flavor and texture it 
gives. It is used also in baked 
beans, Indian pudding and various 
dark breads. It contains acid, and 
soda should be used with it in 
breads and cakes of all sorts. The 
gas thus produced acts as leaven- 
ing. 

The other by-product of sugar- 
making, refiners’ sirup, is the liquid 
left from the refining of the brown 
or “raw” cane sugar, into white 
sugar. It has the cane-sirup flavor 
and brown color, and is used often 
in mixtures with other sirups, un- 
der various trade names.

grow sweet sorghum cane and 
make sorgo sirup from it in the 
same way their neighbors to the 
southward make sugar cane sirup. 
The sorgo food values are higher, 
if anything than the cane sirup val- 
ues. More than 13 million gallons 
of sorgo sirup were made in this 
country last year, and this year 
there will doubtless be more be- 
cause the sorghum crop is bigger. 
Sorgo is a table sirup, dark, thick 
and strong flavored, and is used 
just as molasses is used in cooking. 
Sorghum sirup, by the way, is some- 
times wrongly called sorghum mo- 
lasses. There is no such thing as 
molasses made from sorghum. Un- 
der the law the label “sorghum 
sirup” or “sorgo sirup” belongs to 
the product made by evaporation 
of juice obtained from the sorghum 
plant,:and contains not more than 
30 per cent water. 

Sugar maple trees yield the sap 
that makes the only native Amer- 
ican sirup. Though sugar cane and 
sorghum were brought to this coun- 
try from the other side of the 
world, the Indians were making ma- 
ple sirup long before white men 
appeared on the American scene. 
The maple flavor is considered by 
many people the finest of all sirup 
flavors, and maple sirup or maple 
sugar is used in cakes and pud- 
dings, sauces, ice creams, and can- 
dies of choicest kinds. As to food 
value, however, sugar is the chief 
item. 

Little Maple Sirup. 

Only a little over two million gal- 
lons of maple sirup were made in 
this country last year, and the av- 
erage yield is not much if any 
more. For this reason, and be- 
cause of the wide demand, maple 
sirup is often diluted for market, 
or imitated. Maple mixtures usual- 


ly contain sugar sirup or refiners’ 
sirup or corn sirup with maple, but 
no mixed sirup may be legally sold 
as maple. The label “Maple sirup” 
is allowed only on sirup made by 
evaporating maple sap or by dis- 
solving maple sugar in water. The 
product must not contain more 
than 35 per cent water and must 


not weigh less than 11 pounds to. 
Imitations are to be) 


the gallon. 
distinguished from mixtures. They 
contain no maple sirup and must 
be labeled “Imitation” or “artificial- 
ly flavored and colored.” 

Sugar sirup, which is used com- 
mercially in sirup mixtures, is made 
simply by dissolving sugar in wa- 
ter and boiling it down to a sirup 
thickness. It usually is made at 
home, perhaps with brown sugar. 
perhaps with white sugar (beet or 
cane) and fruit or other flavoring, 
to use with hot cakes for break- 
fast, as sauce for some dessert, or 
as sweetening for drinks, especially 
iced drinks. 

Corn Sirup Different. 

Corn sirup differs from other 
sirups in the kinds of sugar it con- 
tains and in the purposes it serves 
In the cane products, in sorgo and 
in maple sirup, most of the sugar 
is the kind chemists call sucrose. 
Corn sirup is chiefly glucose and 
maltose, neither of which is by any 
means as sweet as sucrose. For 
table purposes, corn sirup is usual. 
ly mixed with refiners’ sirup or ma- 
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ple sirup, to give it sweetness and 
flavor. The mixtures are sold un- 
der various trade names. The corn 
sirup known as “crystal white,” 
which is about 90 per cent corn 
sirup and 10 per cent sugar sirup, 


is colorless and very useful in mak- | : 


ing soft candies and some kinds of | 
frostings for cakes, because the) 
glucose in it keeps them from’! 
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crystallizing too much, or, as we 
say, “turning to sugar.” Corn sirup 
is largely used in some of the ma- 
ple sirup mixtures, as the labels, of 
course, are required to show. 

Honey, manufactured by the bees 
from the nectar of flowers, is the 
sweetest of all sirups because it 
contains so much of the sweetest 
of all the sugars, levulose. It is 
used as other sirups are used, and 
is prized for its unique flavor.

NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—The stock 
market was not so vigorous on the 


“upside today, but firmness of the 
rails, oils, farm implement issues 
and specialties prevented any sell- 
ing of consequence. 

There was some feverish buying 
in the morning, although dull pe- 
riods followed as profit taking ap- 
peared in some of the recent lead- 
ers. A number of “new highs” were 
recorded, however, and the close 
was fairly firm. Transfers approx- 
imated 3,000,000 shares 

Higher prices were still being 
talked of in the commission houses, 
and the continuance of out-of-town 
orders did much to keep the trad- 
ing volume on a paying basis. At 
the same time, various commenta- 
tors were advising a little more 
caution for the moment. 

Late items of interest market- 
wise included: Secretary Hull called 
attention of business men to the 
President’s warning that transac- 
tions in war materials were at their 
own risk. He said a “considerably 
increased amount” of these are be- 
ing exported. Gov. Talmadge of 
Georgia again asked the Supreme 
Court to permit him to file suit at- 

tacking the constitutionality of the 
Cotton Control Act. 

Wheat rallied after early hesi- 
tancy and cotton steadied. Bonds 
improved and the majority of for- 
eign exchanges were about even. 

Shares of Case got up more than 
three points and gainers of frac- 
tions to around two included San‘a 
Fe, Union Pacific, Louisville & 
Nashville, Canadian Pacific, Inter- 
national Harvester, Oliver Farm, 
Caterpillar Tractor, Standard Oils 
of New Jersey and California, Sea- 
board Oil, Texas Corporation, 
Loew’s, Evans Products, General 
Cable, Timken Roller Bearing, Yel- 
low Truck, Omnibus Corporation, 
Schenley and American Car & Foun- 
dry. 

tlas "Rack was given a run-up 
of four points. and Chrysler was an 
exception among the motors with 
an advance of more than two. The 
steels were better than even most 
of the time. The utilities did vir- 
tually nothing. 

Wheat finished % cent a bushel 
off to 1% cents advanced.

News of the Day. 

A sharp expansion of foreign par- 
ticipation in American securities 
was seen in the announcement of 
Radio Corporation that its business 
in wireless telegrams from abroad 
Yesterday was the largest in five 
years. 

The British election results failed 
to stir domestic markets very much 
either way. Foreign observers 
generally, had predicted victory for 
the Baldwin Government. 

A little selling in various equities 
was said to have followed the de- 
cision of the Federal District Court 
at Louisville holding the Guffey 
Coal Act constitutional. 

The flurry in farm implement 
stocks was attributed by some brok- 
ers partly to hopes that the trade 
treaty between the United States 
and Canada, which was to be signed 
after the close of the market, might 
benefit the agricultural machinery 
manufacturers. 

Renewed activity of the carriers 
was coincident with publication of 
the freight car loading figures for 

‘the past week. The total was off 
27,137 from the preceding week, but 
was 58,735 above the like 1934 pe- 
riod. The decline was less than 
seasonal. 

Dividends and earnings were still 
favorable. Consumption of crude 
rubber by manufacturers in Octo- 
ber was placed at 42,436 tons 
against 37,553 in September and 
$1,253 in October last year. Octo- 
ber sugar consumption amounted 
to 513,250 long tons compared with 
473,593 in the corresponding 1934 
month. 

Weekly Trade Summary. 

Dun .& Bradstreet reported that, 
due partly to colder weather in 
various parts of the country, “the 
most satisfactory progress thus far 
this month was recorded for many 
trade branches during the week.” 

The survey found that retail sales 
advanced 5 to 12 per cent from the 
total of the previous week, but that 
the strong rise in distribution a 
year ago held the average increase 
over the 1934 comparative to an es- 
‘timated range of 8 to 15 per cent. 

It was added that inventories 
have begun to shrink in those ter- 
ritories where weather conditions 
turned more seasonal. Reorders 
were said to have resumed an up- 
ward trend for the first time in 
three weeks. 

Confirmation of brokerage claims 
that cash buying has been of large 
proportions in recent market ac- 
tivities was seen in the weekly 
statement of the Federal Reserve 

system which revealed that brokers’ 
Joans were up only $16,000,000 de- 
spite the relatively heavy volume 
of atock transactions.

CHEMICAL ENGINEERS CAN 
‘AGE’ WHISKY IN FOUR HOURS 


Mellowness and Bouquet Produced 
That by Natural Process 
Would Take Years. 

By the Associated Press. 
COLUMBUS, O., Nov. 15.—Chem- 


ical means, a report to the Ameri- 
can Institute of Chemical Engineers 
said today, can duplicate in four 
hours the mellowness and bouquet 
of whisky produced by four years of 
natural aging. 

The report, signed by Carroll A. 
Hochwalt, Charles A. Thomas and 
Ernest C. Dybdal, all of Dayton, O., 
described a process of removing 
greenness and “hog track” odor 
from raw whisky. 

To “age” whisky, the process 

changes the composition by pass- 
ing hydrogen through the raw 
whisky vapors in the presence of 
nickel. The nickel serves as a 
“speeding up” agent for the re- 
action. The report estimated about 
three pounds of nickel alloy would 
treat. 1500 gallons of freshly-dis- 
tilled spirits. 
The report asserted whisky ar- 
tificially aged in this process could 
not be distinguished from naturally 
aged liquor, in taste nor odor, or 
by chemical examination.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N your issue of Oct. 29 you say: “It 

appears to us that the Supreme. Board 
of Directors of the Knights of Columbus 
is unfair in criticising the President be- 
cause he has failed to protest against 
the religious policies of Mexico.” You 
further state that “however much Mr. 
Roosevelt may deplore anti-religious 
measures in Mexico, he has no power or 
authority to interfere with the internal 
affairs of another nation,” and, “If the 
President should establish so dangerous a 
precedent with regard to Mexico.. .” 

American intervention in Mexico is not 
advocated nor is it necessary. But the 
President has a right and a duty to pro- 
-test against the anti-religious situation in 
Mexico for the very reason that this Gov- 


Today is a historic date for the Philippine Islands. 
With inauguration of the new Commonwealth Gov- 
ernment, the islands take their first steps in self- 
rule since 1565, the date of the Spanish conquest. 
A 10-year period of transition, with an American 
High Commissioner possessing certain supervisory 
powers, is provided by the Tydings-McDuffie Act 
under which the Commonwealth comes into being. 
In 1945, the islands are scheduled to become a sov- 
ereign Power. 

A climax thus is reached today in the long strug- 
gle for independence, which for years has been the 
goal of insular aspiration. Manuel Quezon, the new 
President, is a veteran of both military and forensic 
battles in that cause. His energy has been lent both 
to the insurrectionist struggles under Aguinaldo 
against Spain and the United States, and to the long 
campaign before Congress to redeem the promise of 
ultimate freedom. ' 
Possession of the Philippines was an unexpected 
result of the war with Spain. It created the issue of 
“imperialism” vs. “manifest destiny” which don:- 
inated the presidential campaign of 1900. “Who will 
haul down the flag?” was the rallying cry of the 
Republican candidate, McKinley. “Lincoln abol- 
ished slavery; McKinley has restored it,” Bryan and 
the Democrats replied. Kipling urged Americans to 
“take up the white man’s burden.” They did, and 
the long, bloody war to “pacify” the Philippines is 
a dark spot in our history, though the industrial, 
sanitary and educational development of the islands 
in later years did much to atone for it. 

Ultimate independence for the Philippines became 
a fixed American policy, to take effect, as stated in 
the Jones Act of 1916, “as soon as a stable govern- 
ment can be established therein.” 

There remains little doubt as to the ability of, the 
Filipinos, under able leaders of their own, to ccn- 
duct a stable government under normal conditions. 
The problem is more than one of political science, 
however. Frank Murphy of Detroit, the new High 
Commissioner, gives full weight to the favorable 
omens attending the Commonwealth's inauguration, 
but is compelled to say: “While I believe the Fili- 
pinos are politically prepared, economic preparation 
for independence has not kept pace, and the situa- 
tion must be corrected without delay.” - 

The reason for thig is seen in the conditions un- 
der which the Independence Act was put through 
Congress. Its advocates were not idealists, moved

A NEW plan is on foot to exploit the 
farmer, or is it an old one? A jovial, 
ingratiating individual, accompanied 
usually by a kindly man known in the 
neighborhood, visits the farmer and in- 
forms him that he is buying livestock for 
a certain commission firm in the city. If 
the farmer has livestock for sale, and a 
price is agreed upon, the buyer gives the 
farmer a draft on the commission com- 
pany in payment for the stock at the 
time of delivery to the trucker, who is 
to haul it to the city. 
Fate now plays an important part in 
the transaction. For, should the market

It has been proposed that the islands be 
neutralized, by agreement among neighboring Pow- 
ers, but this would scarcely solve the economic prob- 
lem, nor, indeed, permanently safeguard independ- 
ence. It has been proposed that trade concessions, if 
not a continuance of the free-trade provisions, be 
granted by the United States, but this undoubtedly 
would be opposed vigorously by the same interests 
that engineered the grant of independence. Some 
Filipino leaders suggest that the United States not 
withdraw until a later date, when better prospects 
of survival appear, but this goes against both the 
Philippine people’s longing for independence and 
American business interests. 

The pessimistic view is that today marks Ameri- 
ca’s abandonment of the Philippines to their fate 
in a jealous and hostile world. The optimistic hope 
is that agreements can yet be reached that will 
prevent destruction of Philippine trade with the 
United States, and attendant ruin of the island in- 
dustries concerned. A ray of hope in this respect 
is President Roosevelt's announcement of laat April 
that conferences would be launched with the Com- 
monwealth Government to establish favorable terms 
for both sides—and it must not be forgotten that 
the Philippines are America’s eighth best customer, 
and get 65 per cent of their imports from this coun- 
try.

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THE AUTOMOBILE RADIO BILL. 

On. the unsupported supposition that automobile 
radios distract drivers to the point of causing acct- 
dents, a bill has been introduced in the Board of 
Aldermen to ban them. This bill has the indorse- 
ment of Maj. Lambert of the Police Board, whose very 
earnest and highly commendable desire to minimize 
traffic hazards has evidently made him willing to 
grasp at any straw. It would appear that radios in 
‘police automobiles are the most distracting of all, 
'since the messages they bear are of a highly emer- 
gency nature, often requiring abrupt action on the 
part of police drivers, but no one would suggest they 
be removed. In fact, the bill excepts them. 

As for civilians’ cars, until it has been proved that 
their radios do actually cause accidents, to forbid 
them would be for the Aldermen to trespass on the 
rights of private citizens. It has been urged against 
the bill, as a matter of fact, that the presence of au- 
tomobile radios has a deterring effect upon fast driv- 
ing, since they tend to cut out at high speed. As a 
recent letter to the Post-Dispatch pointed out, if the 
Aldermen pass this bill, they should logically follow 
it with another prohibiting drivers from permitting 
“sweet-nonsense-talking blondes” to ride with them, 
since the distraction they cause is far greater than 
the emanations from a radio.

KINGSFORD-SMITH’S LAST FLIGHT. 

When Sir Charles Kingsford-Smith last August an- 
nounced his attempt to lower the flying record from 
England to Australia, he said it would be his last | 
long speed flight. “I am done with al] that,” the} 
veteran aviator added. “Seven thousand flying hours |: 
in 19 years beckon me to take my place in the de- 
velopment work in mail and passenger service.” 

It was an unconsciously fateful prophecy. For the 
plane of Kingsford-Smith and a companion disap- 
peared in a monsoon over the Bay of Bengal last 
Friday, and the latest word from the searchers is 
that their extended hunt is “virtually hopeless.” 

So it appears, that aviation has lost one of its | 
pioneers, a master flyer who had conquered both | 
Pacific and Atlantic oceans, and had set successive | 
records for the grueling England-to-Australia flight. 
He piloted the Southern Cross on the first flight 
across the Pacific from Oakland to Brisbane in three 
stages, in 1928, but before that hé@\had distinguished 
himself in his native Australia and as a war flyer 
at Gallipoli and in France. In courage, skill and re- 
sourcefulness, Kingsford-Smith ranked high among | 
airmen. If it proves that he has indeed made his | 
last flight, aviation has suffered a major loss. 
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A TAX ON A TAX. 

As a horrible example of conflicting and overlap- 
ping taxation, the package of cigarettes may be of- 
fered. The Government taxes cigarettes, and heavily. 
A smoker who buys a 15-cent package contributes 6 
cents of this amount to the Government. In addition, 
a number of states have their own levy on cigarettes, | 
amounting to 2 or 3 cents per package, thus making 
the total rate about 50 per cent. In Missouri, there 
is a variation of the practice. The sales tax rate is | 
1 per cent of the retail price. Yet a 15-cent package 
of cigarettes (9 cents without tax, bear in mind) is 
taxed, not 1 mill, but 2 mills. What this amounts to 
is imposing a tax on the ameunt the citizen spends 
for taxes! 

This instance of piling tax on tax is just one ex- 
ample of the need for thorough reform in our taxing 
structure—Federal, state and local—to remedy the 
haphazard and duplicating methods now in use. 
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ASKARIS, DUBATS AND SPAHIS. 
Although Italy is making the war on Ethiopia, |

OW long will Italy be able to hold out 
H in the face of the economic sanctions 

voted by the League of Nations? It is 
doubtful if anyone knows the answer to 
that crucial question. Certainly the ready 
assurance of Fascist officials and sympa- 
thetic observers in Italy that Il Duce can 
hold out indefinitely, or at least two years, 
irrespective of economic sanctions, must be 
dismissed as wishful thinking. 

Too many incalculable factors enter into 
the situation to permit anything but specu- 
lation, Who can say how much essential 
material Italy will be able to obtain from 
such countries as Germany, Poland, the 
South American republics or the United 
States? Who knows what effect the sweep- 
ing Tory victory may have upon the post- 
election policy of the present chief economic 
sanctionist—Great Britain? Who is in po- 
sition to say to what extent Italy will be able 
to get along with the substitutes for wool, 
oil and coal upon which it apparently relies 
greatly? 

Instead of attempting to evaluate such 
imponderables, it would: seem more profit- 
able to take note of certain pertinent fac- 
tors in the Italian situation. The first 
that no first-class Power is so poorly situ- 
ated from the standpoint of physical re- 
sources to withstand an international boy- 
cott. C. E. McGuire's study of “Italy’s In- 
ternational Economic Position” pointed out 
in 1926 that, though nearly a third of the 
Italian population over 10 was engaged in 
agriculture, they did not raise enough to 
support themselves. 
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Italy lacks coal, iron, oil and other im- 
portant minerals with which to compete 
with more favorably situated industrial na- 
tions. Italy’s peace-time trade balance has 
always been unfavorable and can be met 
only by additional reductions in the stand- 
ard of living of the people—already among 
the lowest in Europe. Despite vigorous ef- 
forts to strengthen Italian shipping, the re- 
ceipts from shipping, from insurance, bank- 
ing and foreign investments have not nor- 
mally met Italy's trade deficits, Tourist 
expenditures in Italy and the remittances of 
Italians living abroad have helped make up 
the balance of trade, but latterly they have 
contracted sharply and must be lower as 
sanctions get under way. 

Against this must be set down as a favor- 
able asset a factor cited by Mussolini’s suB- 
dictator, Felice Guarneri, Superintendent: of 
Exchanges: “While the Almighty gave us 
little, He provided plenty of sunshine and 
a cheerful spirit that can stand privation.” 
In other words, the Italian people may be 
expected to forego meat and other imported 
foods, endure cold houses (and it can get 
very cold in Italy!) and wear ersatz cloth- 
ing with less complaint than could a people 
less intoxicated with ideas of national glory 
and less accustomed to relentless policing. 

But not even a supremely confident dic- 
tator can finance a costly overseas war with 
popular enthusiasm and self-denial, The 
Suez Canal insisted on the payment of $3,- 
500,000 in gold as tolls on men and mu- 
nitions en route to Ethiopia up to Oct. 1. 
It will require several times that gum te 
pay canal charges before the campaign is 
over, not considering gold payments for for- 
eign ships required for transport. 
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Then there are the expeditionary equip- 
ment and supplies which must be paid for 
in foreign exchange—things ranging from 
water to mules and camels, to say nothing 
of oil, coal, iron and other materials with 
which to make and operate the guns, bomb- 
ing planes, ships, trucks, tanks and other 
instruments of warfare. 

Italy got what it could on credit, but the 
British long since dried that up pretty effec- 
tively. Barter has been employed so far as 
possible, but some of the most essential 
goods and services cannot be so obtained. 
The purveyors want gold or its equivalent 
in foreign exchange. 

The question of Italy’s endurance accord- 
ingly reduces itself in no small degree to its 
capacity to mobilize gold or foreign ex- 
changes for foreign payments. There are 
various estimates of that capacity, but none 
that may be accepted without reservations. 
Prof, Guarneri refuses to disclose how much 
Italy possesses in foreign holdings as a re- 
sult of its confiscation of all such securities 
of both citizens and public and private in- 
stitutions. “That,” he says, “is our secret, 
as important as a military secret.” 
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Correspondents in Italy have been given 
to understand that the Government realized 
about five billion lire (the lira equals about 
8 cents) by its issuance of domestic credits 
for these external securities and bank de- 
posits, but there is no telling how much of 
the proceeds has already been spent. 

The war to Oct. 1 cost at least three bil- 
lion lire. And, once spent, these funds are 
gone forever, Likewise with the Italian gold 
reserves which formerly backed the lira. It 
is officially admitted that those gold re- 
serves diminished from 5,900,000,000 lire in 
July to 3,900,000,000 lire Oct. 20, and it is be- 
lieved that the decline since then has been 
more rapid. It is believed also that, like 
the Italian national debt, the actual condi- 
tion is worse than is officially indicated by 
the inclusion of important items which ma- 
terially affect the total disposable. 

Italian spokesmen, however, point to these 
funds as evidence that the Fascist regime 
can carry on in Africa, and if need be in the 
Mediterranean, “indefinitely,” regardless of 
external economic pressure. Few indepen- 
derit. observers are:-able to share their con- 
fidence regarding long-term financing by 
this process or by the raising of such in- 
ternal loans as the 10-‘illion-lire conversion 
now in process. 

And, assuming that this use of the savings 
of many generations of citizens does enable 
the regime to wage war for a considerable 
period, its employment will leave Italy 
frightfully impoverished in resources with 
which to begin normal economic life as a 
modern nation, Whatever long-term bene- 
fits may be had from a possible conquest 
of Ethiopia—and they are dubious—an Ital- 
ian victory will require fresh outlays of 
capital and a long wait for profits, instead 
of providing means of quickly restoring 
Italy’s shattered national economy.

be effectively controlled by the 
states is both constitutionally and 
economically absurd.

When (the 
states) fail or are unable to per- 
form a public duty, the doctrine of 
states rights should not be a bar- 
rier to the Federal Government ren- 
dering an essential service to the 
human race.” 

Nature of the Industry. 

The court declared that to say 
coal mining “is not affected with 
the public interest is simply to 
ignore the facts.”

Their Only Child 


Many parents nowadays are faced 
with the special problem of 
bringing up an only child. Don't exaggerate 
the problem but learn how to make 


a moral compensation for this “onliness

HE problem of an only child or 
a child brought up without the 
companionship of brothers and

There exists at pres- 
ent a wide diversity of opinion in 
the minds of the investigators, for 
the problem of onliness is so closely 
tied up with the other varied and 
complicating aspects of the envi- 


' ronment in which a child is reared

clusions. 

One investigator claims that only 
children rarely marry; another that 
only children are prone to become 
delinquent; others that an only 
child is just-naturally defeated in 
his efforts to grow up, as he has 
to depend on his childish ways to 
get attention in the grown-up world 
in which he lives. There are those 
who feel that an only child incor- 
porates into his personality such 
traits as .e]fishness, conceitedness, 
dependency, seclusiveness, and that 
these traits prevent him from meet- 
ing life and its demands in a ma- 
ture way. As a result they say, he 
becomes the victim of a neurosis 


or of delinquency as a means of 
escape. 

Notwithstanding the. fact that 
only children do become neurotic, 
delinquent, depenvent and poorly 
adjusted to life, it is not quite fair 
to assume that only children as a 
group are destined to this unhappy 
end, or that the fact of their onli- 
ness is the sole cause of their fail- 
ure to battle with life effectively 
Children having one or more broth- 
ers and sisters may find life equally 
tempestuous at times while there 
are, of course, a vast army of per- 
fectly well-adjusted individuals who 
have been only children. 

. * 
HERE are, however, certain 
T shoals which are not well 
charted and upon which - an 
is more likely to be 
wrecked than a child who has 
brothers and sisters. Not only are 
these shoals without a marker to 


ger, but they are often made so al- 
luring as to tempt parents to un- 
wise indulgence and to create for 
the child motives for undesirable 
and immature conduct. 

An only child is usually brought 
up in a home dominated entirely 
by adults. Until he reaches school 


years, he is without the companion- 
ship, except on rare occasions, of 
anyone with whom he can success- 


fully compete and Whose everyday 
conduct is within his intellectual 
grasp. It is confusing to live in an 
environment where one cannot un- 
derstand something at least of what 
is going on. This situation does 
not produce the same incentiyes for 
creative activity that are sa) ed 
brought about by imitation and sug- 
gestion when children of the same 
age are brought together. 

One of the uncharted shoals 
already mentioned is that brought 
about by the undue expenditures 
of parental affection and solicitude 
upon an only child. The time, at- 
tention, and devotion that would 
naturally be divided among a group 
is focussed on the one. So it is 
not surprising that this unfortun- 
ate youngster gets an exaggerated

idea of his own importance. The 
child is frequently over-mannered 
and becomes an exhibition piece to 
be brought out for display when 
company is present. 

Too much emphasis “is put on 
superficialities of life, clean face 
and hands, hair combed, fresh lin- 
en, politeness, achievements of a 
presumably intellectual kind which, 
after all, are usually nothing more 
nor less than forced training of the 
kind one might use in bringing up 
a puppy. 

This child who is the victim of 
too much mothering rarely has a 
chance to grow up. He is denied 
the opportunity of learning how to 
mingle and get on with those of his 
own age. He may be considered too 
precious to be allowed to go out 
and mix with the common herd. He 
cannot be subjected to measles, 
mumps, and other infections. Be- 
sides, more children are apt to 
rough it and use bad language. As 
one mother put it: “You can’t ex- 
pect much of such children. Their 
parents are just not our kind, if 
you know what I mean.” 


An only child is in a particularly 
precarious situation when, for some 
reason, one of the parents is out 
of the family circle. This may be

brought about by death, divorce, 
business that takes the father away 
from the family for long periods 
or except at week ends. It may 
also arise in those situations where 
there is marital discord. Under 
such circumstances, the child 
often subjected to a much over- 
charged, emotional relationship, usu- 
ally with the mother who uncon- 
sciously uses the child as an emo- 
tional reservoir into which all her 
own distraught feelings are poured. 

Here are frequently the _ begin- 
nings of a relationship which often 
permanently cripples the child in 
his development. Many young peo- 
ple are wrecked on this particular 
shoal. With their extreme depend- 
ence on Mother and all that goes 
with it in the way of being cared 
for and protected, constantly receiv- 
ing, never giving, they fail to be- 
come sufficiently mature in their 
point of view even as adults to en- 
ter into a partnership like marriage. 
And if they do, it invariably ends 
unsuccessfully. The normal, well 
adjusted man or woman wants for 
a partner one who has developed 
a sense of independence and __re- 
sponsibility and not one who is in 
continual need of mothering. Too 
many adults are still in the stage 


of wanting a nursemaid. 
* * * 

Ai be subjected to these smoth- 

ering influences which interfere 
with his development. Frequently 
parents are even in a position to 
do much more for an only child 
than they could possibly do were 
there more children. 

Children, for example, are ad- 
mitted to nursery schools at the 
age of 2. Here they are provided 
with ample opportunity to learn 
how to adjust to group life under 
conditions that excel those in an 
average home. Where nursery 


is 


N only child need not necessar-

schools are not available, play 
groups can usually be arranged by 
mothers who are aware of the 
needs of a young child, whether or 
not he be the only one. 

It is well to keep in mind that 
children should not become entire- 
ly dependent upon others, old or 
young. Every effort should be 
made by parents so that a growing 
child will develop interests that are 
independent of people. A self-suf- 
ficient child is one who creates 
within himself ways and means of 
entertaining himself. This the 
first step toward real independence 
and should be developed in all chil- 
dren, but especially in a child grow- 
ing up alone. 

If an only child can escape from 
the “spoiling” to which his onliness 
is likely to subject him until he 
reaches school age, h_ is relatively 
safe, for here he will find ample 
opportunity to mix up and rough 
it with the gang. Then, too, the 
discipline he meets in the school 
room and on the playground is 
quite as valuable as though it were 
dispensed at home. } 

Invariably a wise parent will find 
it quite possible so to reconstruct 
the environment as to eliminate or 
modify the more undesirable fac- 
tors. Much will be achieved if 
parents will but recognize the wis- 
dom of pushing these only children 
out into the world rather’ than 
yanking them back as though they 
were.tied in a string whenever they 
venture forth in search of stimu- 
lating experiences. 

When the wisdom of the parents 
and the environmental situation do 
not compensate for being brought 
up in exclusion from the compan- 
ionship of other children at home. 
rather serious adolescent problems 
may arise. Usually they are cen- 
tered around the lack of ability 
which these children have in get-

No longer is there need for par- 
ents to live in ignorance of the pit- 
falls that besiege an only child, nor 
should they be lacking in informa- 
tion and insight as to the dangers 
which beset him on account of their 
own instabilities. Information is 
available to paients regardless of 
the intellectual or economic level 


to which they happen to belong.
